Penrose, Pinchot and Palmer will 


hex the candidates for United States 
Senate in Pennsylvania this fall. 
Congressman 
A. Mitchell Palmer, 


whose extraordinary services in be- 
half of good government and of the 
Democratic party, are about as well 
known and appreciated in Maryland 
as they are in his' own State, an- 
nounced his candidacy for the Demo- 
cratic nomination yesterday, and it is 
said that he will have no opposition 
in the primaries. 
President Wilson 
and former .President Roosevelt are 
both expected to take part in the 
general election campaign, and so 
there is a lively prospect of a spec- 
tacular fight. 


It unquestionably required a good 
deal of political courage for Mr. Pal- 
mer to take this step. Pennsylvania 
is normally Republican by several 
hundred thousand majority, or it has 
been so. It is filled with manufactur- 
ing interests that think they have 
been benefitted by a protective tariff 
and would like a return of it. Pen- 
rose-will doubtless try to make the 
tariff the issue, and he will doubtless 
have no lack of funds. . 


He will hardly be able to make an 


impression with that issue as against 
his own unfitness, however. The pro- 
tectionaries in 1912 prophesied so 
much evil in case the tariff were re- 
duced that they will be hard pressed 
to explain why all Pennsylvania is 
not bankrupt now that the lower 
tariff 'has been many months in effect. 
If, on the other hand either Penrose 
or Pinchot should attempt to make 
Wilson's administration in general 
the _, issue, then Palmer could ask 
nothing better.

Congressman A. Mitchell Palmer of 
his candidacy for United States sena- 
tor at the coming primaries in Penn- 
sylvania. Ex-Mayor Vance C. McCor- j 
mick, of 
Harrisburg, has also an- 


nounced his candidacy for governor at 
the primaries. In view of their close 
political association together, and the 
conspicuous part both men have play- 
edlin the reorganization ot the Demo- 
cratic party in the state, their candi- 
dacies' are expected to torm the rally- 
ing point, for those who are in sympa- 
thy with the present state Democratic 
organization and who are opposed to 
the return to power in the party of 
th| IdKcalled "old guard" leaders. 


•The announcements by both candi- 


dafteS were accompanied by declara- 
tion^ that the overshadowing issue of 
the iainpaign was the destruction of 
tap Penrose machine and its bi-parti- 
san alliance, and with the support 
ofjthe Wilson administration and the 
Wilson brand of progressive govern- 
ment in Pennsylvania. 


y What Palmer Has Done. 


Congressman 
A. Mitchell Palmer 


was ^born May 4, 1872, in Luzerne 
county. = 
He 
has spent his life in 


Stroudsburg, 
Monroe county, where 


the family for,_generations has been a 
prominent factor in community life. 


He graduated from the Stroudsburg 


high school in 1886 with highest hon- 
ors, prepared for college in the Mo- 
ravian parochial school at Bethlehem, 
entered 
Swarthmore 
college,' 
from 


which he was graduated in 1891 with 
highest honors, and thereafter studied 
law while acting as a court stenog- 
rapher, being admitted to the bar in 
1893. 
A partnership with the 
late 


Hon. John B. Storm, a former judge 
and former 
congressman, continued 


until the latter's death in 1901. 


His political career began with his 


election to congress in 1908, where he 
has since served for three terms, rep- 
resenting the Twenty-sixth 
district, 


comprising Pike, Monroe, Carbon and 
^5»th«DiptoH""COunties. 
Since 
that 


time he lias been at the right hand of 
the Democratic leaders—Champ Clark, 
now speaker, and Oscar W. Under- 
wood—and has been relied upon by 
them in every contest above probably 
any other single member on the floor. 


Machine Opposed Him. 


Palmer's political career has been 


peculiarly typical of the contest that 
has revolutionized the political situa- 
tion throughout the country in the last 
few years. 
As a candidate for con- 


gress in each oi three contests, he 
has been the target of savage attack 
by the combined forces of special pri- 
%ilege and machine politics in his dis- 
trict, 
represented by the 
Schwab- 


Mutchler combination. 


In state politics almost from his 


first entrance into public office Con- 
gressman Palmer has been in the heat 
of the battle for reorganization of the 
Democratic party in Pennsylvania.

committee, 


following the election, alter having 
been seriously considered for attor- 
ney general, he was offered and de- 
clined the position of secretary of 
war. With the president's hearty ap- 
proval, he wa« made president of the 
caucus of the Democratic majority in 
the house, and as such stepped into a 
place of recognized leadership in that 
body. 


McCormick's Career. 


Vance C. McCormick was born in 


Harrisburg on .Tune 19, 1872, and has 
lived there ever since. His ancestors

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the L«*son, Luke xi, 37-54. 


Memory Verse, 42—Golden Text, Gal. 
vi, 7—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearrt*. 
When we* remember that our bless- 


ed Lord knew all men and knew what 
was in man and every thought of 
man's heart (John ii. 24, 25; Bzek. xi. 
5) we wonder how He in His purity 
and righteousness could live among 
men as He did and not be utterly dis- 
couraged. But He came to save sin- 
ners, knowing that every imagination 
of the thoughts of man's heart is only 
evil continually and that every man 
at his best state is altogether vanity 
and that all man's righteousness is 
only filthy rags (Gen. vi. 5; Ps. sxxix). 


As to these Pharisees, if we note 


what He says of them in Matt, xsiii 
as well as in onr lessort we wonder 
that. He could think of entering one 
of their homes. If .He was only a man. 
however good. He could not tolerate 
them, bat being ,Go"d .& human form, 
Gotf-manifesl in the flesh. He was not 
willing- that even such should perish 
and^ would save them Jf .they would 
let Him. ftiit tfiey, b'eing Ignorant of 
God's righteousness "and going about 
to establish their own righteousness. 
would not submit themselves unto the 
righteousness 
of God (Rom. x. 3). 


They rejected the counsel of God 
against tnemsfelres and derided Him. 


Yet -wbfen they VnVlted Him into 


their hpmes He went, as in our lesson 
and in Luke^ vii, 36. but he was al- 
ways "the faithful witness" (Rev. iii. 
141 testifying to the love of God and 
the sinfutness of man. The word 
•'Pharisee" means a separated one. 
but thelr-separatton" was not from sirr 
unto God. butjfrom all who did not 
think as they ^ld and were to them 
coinmon and unclean, as when one of 
them said. "God. i-thank thee that 1 
am not as other men * * * or even as 
this publican" (Luke xviii. 11). 


We may become well acquainted 


with them by considering our Lord's 
estimate of them in the "woe<*" of our 
lesson and Matt xxiii and Isa. v. 
They knew not the love of God. but 
they did love the praise of men. Their 
religion was wholly outward, seeking1 
only numan approval, utterly regard- 
less of what God thought of them or 
knew them to be (Matt, xsiii. 5. 28i. 
Like their ancestors, they regarded 
not the1 work of the Lord, neither con 
sidered the operation of His hands 
They cast away the law of the Lord 
of hosts and despised the word.of tbp 
Holy One of Israel (Isa. v. 12. 24i. 


They honored God with their lips, but 


their heart*, were tar trotu Hiui. and 
they made Hi1* word of none effect bj 
their traditions (Mark vii. 6, 13: Isa. 
xsix. 13: Ezek. xxxiii. 31). Their reh 
gion was from Cain, who was the tin 
man founder of all false religion and 
who was evidently in the mind of our 
Lord in the great woe chapter when 
He spoke of the blood of 
righteous 


Abel (Matt xxiii, 35). 


The greatest hindrance to ^the gos 


pel is not the worldly world, which lieth 
in the wicked one (1 John v, 19), but 
the religious people whose religion is 
all outward, who know not what is to 
worship God in spirit and in truth, 
and who think more of, what others 
think of them than of the approval of 
the Lord Jesus, and who are more 
sensitive to a reproach against them- 
selves than to a reproach against the 
name of the Lord. 
These are the 


wicked who plot against the just, who 
watcheth the righteous and seeketh to 
slay him (Ps. xxxvii, 12. 32), even as 
these men lay in wait for our Lord, 
seeking to catch-something out of His 
mouth that they might accuse Him. 


The self righteousness of such peo- 


ple could not take them into the king- 
dom of heaven (Matt. v. 20). but would 
doom them to the outer darkness, 
where there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth (Matt, viii, 12). 
Never did our Lord turn away or say 
a severe word to a truly penitent sin- 
ner or one honestly seeking the truth, 
but to those who professed to be what 
they were not and yet were righteous 
lnr their own estimation 'He was se- 
•vere. "Yet even such, who thought 
they had need of nothing. He coun- 
seled to buy of Him gold tried in the 
fire and white raiment arid eye salve 
to cause them to see (Rev. iii, 17, 18). 


God requires an absolutely perfect 


righteousness, such as was found only 
in Jesus , Christ, the Lamb of God, 
without blemish and without spot, 
with whom the Father was always 
well pleased, and anything less -than 
this will not suffice. 
We can nevei 


attain to such righteousriess by oui 
own efforts, but how glorious Is the 
trujh in II Cor. Y; "21. "He has made 
Him who knew nothing of sin to be 
sin for us. In order that In Him we 
m^xy 
-> become 
the 
righteousness 
of 


-G&d." or as in I Cor. i, 30. "He has 


become for us n wisdom which is from 
God. 
consisting; of righteousness and 


sanctiflcation and deliverance' (Wey- 
mouth's translation). 


When once our eyes are opened to 


see His perfect righteousness and to 
receive Him, then all seems as noth 
ing compared with His excellency, and 
we glory only In Him (Phil. Hi, 8-10). 
While we continue 4n the 
and darkness of our own pride 
self will we can soo no beauty In Him. 
being wholly occupied with ourselves 
and our own doings, and will conso 
quently relect the counsel of God 
tgninst ourselves (Luke vii. 30).

Those present were Arthur JVTc 
Kean, Beaver; William T. Creasy 
Columbia; Bruce F. Sterling, Fayette, 
Meeting with the committee were 
State Chairman Morris, United States 
District Attorney, E. Lowry Humes 
who, 
as a Democratic floor leader 
during the last legislative session 
aided in framing the election bills, 
Vance C. McCormick, Harrisimrg 
and David Wallerstein, Philadelphia 
Rough drafts were made changing 
the rules so as to provide for the 
election of two committeemen in each 
Senatorial district, except where the 
district is formed of more than one 
county, when each county is to have 
one committee man; fixing the time 
for organizing the State Committee in 
June instead of July; and abolishing 
the rule providing for State conven- 
tions. 


Another change in the old rules 
not fixed by law, however, is the cre- 
ation of 11 divisions for political pur- 
poses. 
This would make 11 division 
chairmen to form the executive com 
mittee.
